Anaemia is a general term which 
means that the blood is deficient in 
quantity or quality. There are sev- 
eral kinds of anaemia, such as that 
which follows upon a hemorrhage, 
or the anaemia which usually de- 
as a part of such chronic 
diseases as tuberculosis, cancer, ma- 
laria and lead poisoning.

Then there are the anaemias 
which occur because of the failure’ 
of the organs which manufacture 


the red blood cells. We cannot live 
without oxygen, and if there are not 
enough red blood cells, or if there is 


a lack of the haemoglobin which 
should be in these cells to carry 
oxygen, then the -body tissues are 


starved of the oxygen which they 
need. 


The red cells are manufactured by 
the red marrow at the ends of the 
long bones, ribs and vertebrae. Per- 
nicious anaemia was, until recently, 
almost always fatal. The red cells 
were so rapidly destroyed that the 
bone marrow could not meet the de- 
mand; this, in the end, meant death 
as the blood could not carry enough 
oxygen to all the tissues ta maintain 
life. 

Liver contains something which 
brings back the blood of pernicious 
anaemia patients to normal and so 
gives them back their health. No 
longer is the victim of pernicious 
anaemia doomed to die; health and

‘FALL RYE FOR GRAIN, HAY OR 


PASTURE 


Fall Rye is a very useful crop 
that may be grown for grain, hay 
or annual pasture. In areas where 
drought prevails it is particularly 
adaptable as a utility crop for vari- 
ous purposes. 

Experiments at the Dominion Ex- 
perimental Station, Swift Current, 
Sask., indicate that highest yields of 
grain are obtained when the crop is 
sown on fallow about the first of 
September at a rate of from 1% to 
1'. bushels per acre. Fall rye may 
be sown in stubble, without any 
‘previous cultural treatment, and a 
clean stand obtained. The _ yields, 
however, have been less than forty 
per cent of those obtained on fallow. 

When grown for hay purposes fal 
rye should be on the same 
date as fcr grain. Ths crop should 


sown 


be cut shortly after it heads, other- 
wise the hay will be coarse and un- 
palatable. 


When fail rye is to be used as a 
supplementary pasture to a perman- 
ent pasture, two seedings may be 
fall that are required. These would 
consist of a fall seeding of fall rye 
to be pastured 
a second seeding about the first 
July to supply a fall pasture. Where 
no permanent pastures are available 
at least 


would consist of the two seedings 
mentioned above and one seeding 
early in the spring for midsummer 
purposes. The spring and summer 


seedings can be improved by adding 
oats to the fall rye using about fifty 
per cent of each. This combination 
should be seeded at a rate of about 
ninety pounds per acre. 

In order to produce a good _ pas- 
ture it is essential that all stock be 
kept off of it until the grain  be- 
comes well established. This means 
that the grain should be left 
touched until it reaches a height of 
from four to five inches. By this 
time the plants are well rooted and | 


will stand a great deal of grazing. 
When grain is grazed before, the 
roots are well established, it is 


quite frequently pulled out and con- 


sequently the pasture soon becomes 

‘bare.

Most of this waste is organic, 
that is, largely composed of carbon- 
aceous matter, and is derived from 
the carbon dioxide in the air, from 
the water in the soil and the plant 
food constituents dissolved in this 
water. When rotted, this material 
is often called humus, which is a 
mass of organic material which has 
largely lost its fibrous structure. 
This material is valuable to. the 
soil, both for the nitrogen and other 
plant food which it contains and 
also for the beneficial action of the 


organic matter on the texture of 
the soil. 

The rotting of garden waste is a 
simple matter and can be carried 


out by making a compact pile of the 
waste and occasionally wetting it in 
order to hasten ‘the rotting. It will 
be found that in a few months the

{dug in.
